or conjugated to a second therapeutic agent. 

106. (Original) The method of claim 105, wherein said second therapeutic agent is 
selected from the group consisting of: chemotherapeutic agents; radioisotopes; and cytotoxins. 
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107. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 105, wherein the antibody molecule 
is a monoclonal antibody. 

108. (Original) The method of claim 107, wherein the monoclonal antibody is a 
human antibody. 

1 09. (New) A method of treating a subject having viral chronic hepatitis comprising 
administering to the subject an effective amount of a depleting anti-CD69 antibody molecule, 
wherein the anti-CD69 antibody molecule specifically binds SEQ ID NO:2. 

110. (New) The method of claim 109, wherein said depleting anti-CD69 antibody 
molecule is selected from the group consisting of: a humanized anti-CD69 antibody molecule, a 
human anti-CD69 antibody molecule, a chimeric anti-CD69 antibody molecule and a 
deimmunized anti-CD69 antibody molecule. 

111. (New) The method of claim 1 10, wherein said human anti-CD69 antibody 
molecule is a monoclonal antibody. 

1 12. (New) A method of treating a subject having viral chronic hepatitis comprising 
administering to the subject an effective amount of a depleting anti-CD69 antibody molecule, 
wherein the anti-CD69 antibody molecule specifically binds SEQ ID NO:2, alone or conjugated 
to a second therapeutic agent. 

113. (New) The method of claim 1 12, wherein said second therapeutic agent is 
selected from the group consisting of: chemotherapeutic agents; radioisotopes; and cytotoxins. 

1 14. (New) The method of claim 1 12, wherein the antibody molecule is a monoclonal 
antibody. 

115. (New) The method of claim 1 14, wherein the monoclonal antibody is a human 
antibody. 
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
